$95,000,000 NEW STOCK 
FOR NORTHERN PACIFIC 


Directors Offer Stockholders the 
Whole Issue at Par. 


‘CAN PAY IN INSTALLMENTS 


Pressure of Traffic and Need of Great- 
er Facilities the Cause of 
the Increase.

Announcement was made last night by 
jthe Northern Pacific Railway of the plan 
| for the increase of its capital stock by 
| $95,000,000, and for the’sale to its stock- 
\holders at par of $93,000,000 of this in- 
;crease. Though not announced until last 
jnight, the action of the Board of Direct- 
lors calling a special meeting of the stock- 
| holders for Jan. 7 to ratify the increase 
jwas taken at the meeting of the board 
last Wednesday afternoon. 

The proceeds of this new stock Issue, 
which, like the $60,000,000 Great Northern 
issue, is to be paid in installments extend- 
jing over a long period, will be used for 
the general development of the company’s 
facilities. As Northern Pacific stock is 
selling around 210, it !s considered that 
ithe offer is a tempting one to stockhold- 
lers, 

The present capital stock of the North- 
ern Pacific is $155,000,000. By this ‘in- 
crease it will be raised to $250,000,000. 
;This is the first increase in the road’s 
stock in many years. It is intended at 
this time to provide for its needs for a 
long time ahead. The first payment on 
the new stock will amount to 5 


5 per cent., 
payable Feb. 1, 1907. On April 


1 there 
will fall due 7% per cent., and this will 
be followed by seven quarterly payments 
of 12% per cent., each beginning July 1, 

1907, and ending Jan, 1, 1909.. It will be 
over two years therefore before all the 
new capital will be in the hands of the 
railroad. 

Some of the improvement work contem- 
plated will take from two to three years 
to complete, so that there is no immedi- 
ate need of any large part of the new 
capital. The improvements planned in- 
| cide the general betterment of the pres- 
Jent lines of the Northern Pacific and the 
construction and equipment of additional 
lines demandeq by the development of 
the country through which the Northern 
Pacific passes. 
| The demand for increased facilities, the 
| Directors state, has been so persistent 
lthat.they feel it to be their duty to the 
stockholders and to the public to increase 
the road’s mileage and to increase the ef- 
ficiency of the present lines. The new 
stock to be offered to the Northern Pa- 
cific wil} amount to 60 per 
cent holdings. The new 
stock will not issued until all the in- 
stallments have been paid, but interest 
at the same rate as the regular dividends 
on the company's stock will be allowed on 
t installments from date of pay- 
| ment until the delivery of the new stock. 
The right to subscribe will be given to 
all stockholders of record on Dec. 31, and 
will expire Jan. 15.

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TRUCK BURIED NEAR WALDORF 


Earth Beneath the Pavement Washed 
Away in Draining a Stream. 


A heavy truck loaded with cinders sank 
through the asphalt pavement in Thirty- 
third Street in the rear of the Waldorf- 
Astoria about 9 o'clock last night. The 
earth beneath the pavement had beer 
washed away in draining an old stream 
encountered in the construction of the 
Pennsylvania Railroad tunnel under Thir- 
ty-third Street. 

The wheels on the right side of the 
truck sank through the asphalt so sud- 
denly that the driver, Edward Mahoney, 
was thrown to the sidewalk. The pole on 
the wagon was jerked into the air, and 
the horses hung from it until the cabmen 

jin front of the hotel unha#nessed them. 

The driver was not seriously injured. 

The reserves from the Tenderloin Police 
Station, in charge of Roundsman Ander- 
son, were summoned. They closed the 
block to traffic, and prevented the crowd 
which gathered from going near the hole. 
For half an hour after the accident the 
wagon continued to sink, until it finally 
disappeared beneath the level of the pave- 
ment. 

Chief Engineer Brown of the contracting 
company which is building the tunnel had 
a gang of men extricating the wagon, and 
he sent for loads of sand with which to 
fill up the hole. He said that the tunnel 
had been dug as far as the bed of an old 
stream which crossed Thirty-third Street 
at right angles under the place where the 
bres occurred. This stream had been

filled in, but water which had leaked from 
the sewers and water pipes had washed 
away the earth from beneath the pave- 
ment. There was no danger of any further

JEREMIAH CURTIN DEAD. 


Distinguished Lingulst Was the Trans- 
lator of Sienkiewicz’s Novels.

BURLINGTON, Vt., Dec. 14.—Jeremiah 
Curtin, the well-known author, died here 
to-day. He was 68 years old. 

Mr. Curtin was noted as a translator of 
Russian novels.

He was graduated from 
1863, and soon after became 
of the United States Legation at St. Pe- 
tersburg. Later he became Consul Gen- 
eral there. Mr. Curtin traveled exten- 
sively, and wrote entertainingly of his 
journeys. For many years he lived among 
the Indians in remote parts of California. 
His wife accompanied him on all his 
trips, and also helped him in some of his 
literary work, 

He was engaged for many years ifn 
work for the Smithsonian Institution. As 
an author he made himself famous by 
his translation of ‘* Quo Vadis’ and other 
writings of Henryk Sienkiewicz.

OPPOSED BY CONGRESS

National banks, will be enacted into law 
this Winter. Two changes in the existing 
law are contemplated, however, by the 
Senators who control in matters of 
finance. A bill effecting these changes is 
expected to pass, 

In the latter part of February, 1903, 
when the Fifty-seventh Congress was 
drawing to a close, Senator Aldrich of 
Rhode Island, Chairman of the Senate 
Committee on Finance and the most pow- 
erful member of the Senate, sponsored a 
bill which 
and discussed on the floor, and 
would have passed but for the lateness of 
the sessioa. Senator Aldrich will revive 
this bill. 

‘The first feature of the bill is its pro- 
vision that the Secretary of the Treasury 
may devosit in National banks, designated 
by him as public depositories, ‘ public 
money received from all sources.”” Now 
the Secretary may not so deposit money 
received from customs receipts. This 
means an increased amount of money 
available to the Secretary of the Treasury 
for deposit in the banks. 

The second feature of the bill legalizes 
a practice indulged in to some extent now 
by the Secretary of the Treasury, who 
construes existing law broadly in order 
to do so. A strict construction of the 
banking law would restrict the Secretary 
to accepting United States bonds only as 
security for public deposits. The bill in- 
cludes as security, in addition to United 
States bonds, “other interest-bearing 
obligations of any State of the United 
States,” or, ‘“‘any legally authorized 
bonds issued for municipal purposes by 
any city or county in the United States 
which has been in existence for a period 
of twenty-five years, which for a period 
of ten years previous to such deposit has 
not defaulted in the payment of any part 
of either principal or interest of any debt 
authorized to be contracted by it, and 
which has at such date more than 50,000 
inhabitants,”’ and “whose net indebted- 
ness does not exceed 10 per cé of the 
taxable property therein.” 

First mortgage bonds of any railroad 
company, not including street railroads, 
are included, but it is stipulated that the 
railroad must have paid\ “ dividends of 
not less than 4 per cent. per annum regu- 
larly and continuously on its entire capi- 
tal stock for a period of not less than ten 
years previous to the deposit of the 
bonds.” 

This will make it easier for the Na- 
tional banks to put up securities in order 
to get Government money for circulation. 

Of course, the bankers, trade organiza- 
tions, and business men of the Middle 
West particularly, who want the bulk of 
money vastly increased to meet the crop- 
moving period, are not satisfied to stop 
at the above steps.

JUSTICE DEVEL OVERRULED.

The contention, set up on behalf of Jus- 
tice Joseph M. Deuel of Special Sessions, |

| The petition just filed says that while} 
jthe two reports do not agree regarding | 
i the pollution conditions and their cause in 
Lake Champlain, they do agree regarding 
the pollution of the Au Sable River and 
chasm, and its cause. The petitioners, 
| therefore, ask the Governor to separate 
|the Au Sable River case from the Lake 
| Champlain case and act upon the former 
| before his term expires.

FIRST TRIP THROUGH 
NEW EAST RIVER TUBE 


Officials Cross the Subway Tun- 
nel to Brooklyn, 


THE ENDS MET YESTERDAY 


Connection Established Between North 
Tube Headings—South Bores to 
Meet In Six Weeks. 


The two sections of the north tube of 
the new East River tunnel at the Bat- 


| tery, through which the subway will en- 
| ter Brooklyn, met at 2:35 o’clock yester- 


day afternoon. Five minutes later a hole 
big enough for a man to squeeze through 
had been opened. Thomas Mullin, Su- 
perintendent in charge of the excavations 
on the Manhattan side, went through it 
and walked to the Brooklyn end, thus 
gaining for himself the distinction of be- 
ing the first person to walk under the 
East River through this tunnel. 

General Superintendent T. J. Brown and 
F. A, Snyder, the engineer in charge of 
the Brooklyn end of the work, followed | 
Mr. Mullin through the hole and walked 
with him to the Brooklyn end, where Mr. 
Brown called up President D. L. Hough 
of the New York Tunnel Company and |! 
announced to him that the Brooklyn and 
Manhattan headings of the north tube, 
started in September, 1903, had met. 
There was no celebration in honor of the 
event, and only the officials named, in 
addition to the foremen and the sandhogs, 
who did the work, were present, 

From the New York side the men/ 
began work at the Bowling Green sta-| 
tion of the Subway, while in Brooklyn | 
they started from the terminal near the 
foot of Joralemon Street. For more than 
a week the men at work in the tubes have 
been able to talk to each other. Last 
Saturday a ten-inch pipe was driven; 
through the space of sixty-five feet that! 
then intervened between the Manhattan! 
and Brooklyn heads of the north tube, 
and then for the first time men with| 
good eyes were able to see the laborers | 
at work in the other end of the tube. 

Mayor McClellan and Borough Presi- | 
dents Ahearn of Manhattan and Coler of 
Brooklyn were to have been present when 
the tunnel met, but something “evidently 
went wrong, so far as that part of the 
programiue was concerned, for none of 
those officials visited the works yester- 
day. 

The two ends of the south tube, it ts 
said, if nothing blocks the present work, 
will be permanently joined in about six 
weeks. The joining of the north Be 
yesterday completed a continuous tunnel |} 
from the Flatbush Avenue elevated rail- 
way station in Brooklyn to the South 
Ferry terminal of the Subway in Battery 
Park.

BY RAILROAD OFFICIALS 


Little Likelihood of Reduction of 
Speed on Trunk Lines, 


HARD TO CHANGE SCHEDULES 





One Official, Dissenting, Says Trains | 
Should Run, Slower to Minimize 
the Danger to Travelers. 


Notwithstanding the adoption by the 
| Southern Railway and the Chicago, Bur-| 
|lington & Quincy systems of a policy | 
which has as its chief feature the lessen- | 
ing of the speed maintained by through} 
passenger trains, there is a disposition, as) 
expressed yesterday by the high officials 
of the trunk lines running out of New 
York, to increase rather than to dimin- 
ish the speed now required by/the pas- 
senger schedules. This, according to the 
| railroad men, is forced upon them by the 
demands of the public, which, actuated by 
the exigencies of business and by the pre- 
vailing ‘“‘ speed mania’’ of the age, wants 
to be moved with the greatest possible} 
celerity from one place to another. 

Fast trains, say the railroad officials, 
are not to their liking. Increased speed 
means a corresponding increase in the 
cost of operation, but as public service 
corporations they must supply what the 
| public desires. The tendency toward the 
development of higher speed for passen- 
ger trains is not confined to the lines cov- 
ering territory east of Chicago. To a 
TIMES reporter a leading railroad official 
said yesterday that the big Western roads 
were spending millions of dollars for 
faster trains and straighter lines. 

Officials of the New York Central, the 
Delaware & Lackawanna, the Reading, 
the Erie, and other systems said that no 
readjustment of schedules providing for a 
| lower rate of speed was in contemplation. 
On the contrary, in several Instances it 
was said that an effort was being made to 
operate an additional number of fast 
trains in cases where the speed limit had 
been reached for the present. 

Only one railroad official questioned— 
and he was connected with a railroad 
which does not operate fast trains, such 
as those maintained by the Pennsylvania 
and New York Central—thought that the 
speed of passenger trains should be re- 
duced. This official, who desired that his 
name be withheld, said: 

“In my opinion no trains should be op- 
erated upon a schedule providing for a 
rate faster than fifty miles an hour, in- 
cluding stops. The safety of passengers 
cannot be assured to any reasonable ex- 
tent when a faster rate is maintained. 
| “There are stretches of track on every 
road where trains can be operated at a 
rate of sixty miles an hour with com- 
parative safety. But when trains are 
| forced to maintain a faster rate than this 
for mile after mile, there is a great risk. 

“There is, in my opinion, greater dan- 
| ger of death to @ passenger upon a train 
} which meets with an accident while run- 
ning at a high rate of speed than there 
is to one who is traveling upon a slower 
| train, If anything breaks when a train 
jis covering the ground at more than a 
|} mile a minute, there is every chance that 
there will be greater breakage, and that 
more casualties will result. 

“The trouble often is in these days of 
fast running that a schedule is made 
providing for a light train with a high 
rate of speed. Then the business in- 
creases, and the passenger department 
asks for more frequent stops and for ad- 
ditional cars. Meanwhile, the rate of 
|speed must be kept up, and a. failure to 
meet the schedule results.”’ 

W. C. Brown, senior Vice President of 
the NeW iork Central lines, in charge 
of operation, said that, in his opinion, 
trains were not being operated at a rate 
of speed exceeding the proper limit. He 
said there was no dispe@sition to lessen 

speed of New York .Central trains, |

TAFT POINTS A WAY 
TO AID PHILIPPINES 


Asks Government Support for an 
Agricultural Bank, 


NEW RAILWAYS ALSO A HELP 


Secretary of War Says Improvement 
in the Islands Is Slow, but 
Not Unsatisfactory. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 14.—Secretary of 
War Taft’s annual report to Congress 
contains a review of the condition in the 
Philippines, of which he says: 

“On the whole, the conditions give 
much cause for satisfaction. The Gov- 
ernment is doing the work there that it 
has proposed to do. It is maintaining 


peace and order with a firm hand; it is 
teaching the people by practical experi- 
ence lessons in self-government, and it is 
giving them an opportunity by the raising 
of crops, the proceeds of which they may 
with certainty take to themselves as 


making the islands 
prosperous. The improvement 1s slow, 
and does not come wiih spectacular 
demonstration, but it is not for that rea- 
son to be regarded as unimportant, What 
is most needed now is legislation from 
Congress which shall convince the Filipino 
people of the anxiety of the American 
people to aid them as far as possible to a

The Secretary also recommends that 
that provision of the act of Congress 
which takes out of the Philippine Treas- 
ury the export tax which it collects on ex- 
ports of hemp, if the hemp js conveyed 
directly to an American port, be repealed. 
He says this is a discrimination in favor 
of a special interest in America, is a 


| selfish exploitation of the hemp industry 


in the islands, gives proper cause to the 
English and the French to complain, and 
deprives the Treasury of the islands of a 
part of its income without just cause. 
The depressed condition of business in 
the islands seems to have continued, es- 
pecially in respect to the raising and ex- 
— of sugar and tobacco. The vio- 
ent storm of cyclonic character which 
visited the {islands in the Jatter part of 
1909 destroyed about 34,300,000 in value of 
the crop of hemp. In the 
ports, however, this loss was made up by | 
: in the production and expor- 
tation of cocoanuts, so that on the whole | 
the exports of the islands fell off only 
about $500,000. The imports of the isl- 
ands were reduced below the. preceding | 


year some $4,000,000, raaking the balance | 


of trade in favor of the islands about} 
$6,000,000. A large part of the reduction 
in imports was due to the reduction in the} 
importation of rice.

McTROPOLITAN AFFAIRS 


Citizens Charge That Horse-Car 
Lines Are a Disgrace, 


AMORY RENEWS HIS ATTACK 


Says 3-Cent Lines Would Pay—Rose 
Pastor Stokes Declares That Pres- 
ent Conditions Breed Socialism. 


There were indications at the hearing 
held yesterday before the Aldermen's 
Committee on Railroads that the City 
Fathers, if it were 'n their power, would 
order the abolition of the horse carg that 
now run occasionally through First Ave- 
nue and some of the cross streets. The 
hearing was well attended by representa- 
tulves of various civic organizations, but 
the expected turn-out of the populace of 
the east side did not materialize. 

Among those who spoke in favor of the 
abolition of the antiquated horse car were 
Rose Pastor Stokes, Mrs. Trautman, 
Adolph Block, Hamilton Holt, and Will- 
jam N. Amory. The remarks of the lat- 
ter, though chiefly confined to reitera- 
tions of the charges he has frequently 
made against the Metropolitan Company's 
management and District Attorney 
Jerome, moved some of the committeemen 
to consider an investigation by the Alder- 
men of the Metropolitan's affairs. 

The Metropolitan was not represented 
at the hearing, nor did any one at all ap- 
pear in opposition to the resolution. The 
first speaker was Alderman Dolzler, who 
said that the transit conditions on the 
east side were a disgrace, not only to the 
city, but to civilization. He presented a 
petition from 1,500 residents of his dis- 
trict in favor of the resolution. Alder- 
man Dowling urged the adoption of the 
resolution and that the company be com- 
pelled to substitute electricity for horse 
power on the Twenty-eighth and Twenty- 
ninth Street crosstown line. Alderman 
Richter complained of the service on the 
Tenth Avenue horse car line, and several 


| others had hard things to say against the 


First Avenue Road. 


Amory Renews His Charges. 
Amory told the committee, in a long 
|Speech, that the company could not 
change the motive power on its lines be- 
cause the officers had robbed the stock- 
| holders, and there was not sufficient 
| money {in the treasury to pay for the 
; change and new equipment. He retold, in 
the story he published some 
months ago in a pamphlet regarding the 
change of motive power on several of 
the roads, which, he asserted, had 
been falsely reported at an exorbitant 
cost. He called the officials some very 
hard names, sald he could prove every- 
thing he said, and that James W. Os- 
borne, J. Coleman Drayton, and George 
Sherman would corroborate him, and sug- 
gested an investigation by the Aldermen, 
after which, he was sure, some of the of- 
ficials who had profited unlawfully, ac- 
cording to his story, would come forward 
and make restitution, thereby furnishing 
the funds for the change of motive power. 

He said he had told his tale to Mr. Je- 
rome, but ‘the grafters got him,” and 
prevented an investigation. He told of 
his former friendship for Jerome, and 
sald that when he (Amory) ran Jerome’s 





| campaign, the Dustrict Attorney patted 


him on the back for his promtse to follow 
up every trail, even though some ran Into 
the Metropolitan offices. The President, 
Mr. Amory said, thought Mr. Jerome had 
made a fatal blunder in saying that. 

At first the committee were disinclined 
to listen to Amory, but they heard him 
through, and Alderman Grifenhagen was 
much interested. The Aldermen asked 
him to leave a copy of his speech. He 
told the Aldermen that a three-cent fare 
on the surface lines would pay.

TEXAS RATE LAW A FAILURE. 


O. B. Colquitt Advises Oklahoma’s Con- 
stitution Makers to Take New Tack. 


GUTHRIE, Oklahoma, Dec. 14.—In ad- 
dressing the Oklahoma Constitutional 
Convention to-day Oscar B. Colquitt, a 
member of the Texas Railroad Commis- 
sion, declared that rate legislation in 
Texas had been a failure, except in pro- 
ducing uniformity. 

In speaking of the Hepburn rate law, 
Mr. Colquitt said that ‘“‘ President Roose- 
velt, with a master mind, foresaw that 
something must be done,” and that ‘if 
strong, courageous men are kept on the 
commission, and their actions are not 
negatived by applications of the railroads 
to the courts for restraining orders, the 
country may be contented. But if the re- 
verse takes place, then it wfll not sur- 
prise me if President Roosevelt becomes 
the forerunner of Bryan and a preparer of 
the way for a different solution of the 
transportation question.”’ 

He suggested that the Oklahoma Com- 
mission be clothed with judicial power, 
and that the Constitution provide for the 
purchase of the railroads by the State at 
their market value if the railroads at- 


tempted to enjoin the rates by resorting 
to the Federal Courts. 

He declared that rate legislation had 
faiied in Texas because the commission 
had heretofore compromised with ihe 
railroads and had not given the courts 
an opportunity to pass upon the reasona- 
bleness of the commission's rates. 


CHRISTMAS IN WALL STREET. 


Bank Votes a Distribution of 
Bonuses to Its Employes. 


Wall Street’s Christmas stocking re- 
ceived the first contribution of the season 
in the announcement yesterday by the 
State Bank of a Christmas distribution to 
its employes, officers, and Directors of 
bonuses on their yearly salaries as fol- 
lows: Those in the employ of the bank 
for ten years or longer, 15 per cent.; those 
in the employ of the bank less than ten 
vears and mcre than five years, 10 per 
cent.; those in the employ of the bank less 
than five years end more than one year, 7 
per cent. 

In addition to these percentages. which 
are the same as those allowed last season, 
the bank announces that, owing to the 
prosperity of the last year an extra gra- 
tuity of 5 per cent. would be allowed to 
everybody including new employes. The 
Directors at this meeting also declared 
the usual semi-annual dividend of 50 per 
cent. 

Last year witnessed the distribution of 


many hundreds of thousands of doliars 
to the workers in Wall Street, but in the 
size of bonuses it did not compare with 
the Christmas season of 1902, when J. P. 
Morgan & Co, and Lazard Fréres gave to 
each employe a check for the entire 
amount of nis year salary, and other 
houses were aneens equally liberal. 


VISIBLE SUPPLY OF COTTON. 

NEW ORLEANS, Dec. 14.—Secretary 
Hester's statement of the world’s visible 
|supply of cotton, made up from cable and 
| telegraphic advices, compares the figures

LATEST CUSTOMS RULINGS. 


Expensive Limoges Ware Pays High 
Duty—Other Decisions. 


Tn a decision promulgated by yer 
Board No, 2, the United States General 
Appraisers overruled yesterday claims 
filed by Charles Ahrenfeldt of Limoges, 
France, regarding the values to be at- 
tached to expensive lines of French china- 
ware. 

The importers of high-priced Limoges 
ware have had considerable friction with 
the local customs authorities regarding 
the prices at which the merchandise ' 
should be invoiced in order to conform | 
with the requirements of the existing 
customs regulations. The Treasury De- 
partment has reached the conclusion that 
the ware is not being invoiced up to its 
full value, and heavy advances have re- 
sulted. It was stated yesterday on au- 
thority that the Government intends to 
protect the domestic pottery manufactur- 


ers against the alleged unfair competition 
of the French manufacturers. 

A dispute between Collector Stranahan 
and Francis & Paul Halass of Budapest 
regarding the values to be attached to 
cigarette paper for dutiable purposes was | 
adjudicated by General Appraiser Fischer 
in favor of the foreign exporters. It was 
held that the invoice prices submitted by 
the exporters were correct. Upon this 
testimony the board finds against the Col- 
lector. 


NIPISSING NOT SUED. 


So President Earle Says—Latest Ru- 
mors Called Stock-Jobbing Lies. 


H. P. Earle, President of the Nipissing 
Mines Company, denied yesterday that the | 
Nipissing Company was defendant in a 
suit charging the company with obtaining 
part of its lands by “ frapd, collusion, and 
wrong.’

of the year, and that it would amount to 
$75,000,000, or one-half of the total amount 
of common and preferred stock author- 
ized at the recent annual meeting. 

St. Paul stock, which was very active 
yesterday, rose over 7 points from the | 
previcus day's close. It closed at a net 
gain of 5% points. This upward move- 
ment was generally attributed to the 
probability of valuable rights to the 
stockholders in the near future. 

The proceeds of the new stock will be 
required to cover the cost of the St. 
Paul's Pacific Coast extension. The pro. | 
ceeds of the last offering of $25,000,000 
of common stock were used for ‘Son 

purposes, although it had gencrally been 
believed that this stock had been re- 
served to cover part of the cost of the 
new line to the Pacific Coast. 


CONDITIONS OF TRADE. 


Holiday trade grows apace, according to 
the reports of the leading commercial 
agencies, and. promises to exceed ail rec- 
ords, the great prosperity being especially 
reflected in the demand for the better 
classes of goods. There is nothing in the 
whole business situation to be complained 
of but the tendency to hold back pay- 
ments, which is directly attributed to the 
high rates for money and the failure to 
market crops promptly.

But the New York woman must have 
her turn eat Washington society. So 
we have Mrs. Hall’s thoroughgoing 
little volume on the “ Social Usages” 
of the capital. Here we find the rules 
for precedence, with lists appended. 
How to address the various dignitaries, 
and the days on which they receive. 
The making of calls is the magnum 
opus of Washington life. “ Ladies who 
are young, strong, social, and possessed 


of leisure, enjoy making the required * 


calls,” we are told. The rest of us, 
presumably, must call on without the 
enjoyment. 

Indeed, the modern social life is ar- 
duous. It cannot be led without ex- 
treme industry and devotion. A perus- 
al of these two books gives one an 
impression of toiling womanhood only 
comparable to that created by “ The 
Long Day.” Up early and to bed late 
—very late—must be the rule. In 
Washington from thirty to fifty calls 
a day in the rush of the season is but 
good measure, With true modern spir- 
it, every facility for speed is offered. 
You leap into your automobile and 
make for that section of the city which 
is receiving. The door of each house 
flies open as you run up the steps, a 
servant announces you, your hostess 
grasps your hand, you make a swift 
circuit of the rooms, reach the door 
again, and on to the next. In New 
York, cards suffice to assure your 
hostess of your delight in her acquaint- 
ance. Washington Insists on seeing 
your face.

But you may know how to give gar- 
den parties, return calls, write notes, 
and shake hands. Your dress may be 
the very scream of fashion. You may 
be able automatically to put every dip- 
lomat in his place, and never to ad- 
dress an Honorable or a_ Secretary 
amiss. The rules for country house 
entertaining may be yours even in 
dreams. The etiquette of mourning may 
have no terrors for you. Your coach- 
man may forever keep his attention 
fixed on his horses, as his duty is, 
and your footman, according to rules, 
sit with his knees bent—it seems a for- 
tunate rule—and in the biggest of Rus- 
sian overcoats. Your family may al- 
ways enter your pew correctly, and 
hever make a commotion while doing 
so. Your luncheons and dinners be 
both original and perfect. All these 
things may be, and you may even re- 
member the names and faces of your 
guests, yet if you have not bridge 
what will it all avail? 

No. Whatever else the modern wo- 
man neglects, in one thing she must 
be proficient. Without a knowledge 
of bridge she practically ceases to 
exist. 

“You don’t play bridge? Why, 
what do you do?” inquires your terri- 
fied hostess at a lunch. “Not play 
bridge!"’ echo the other guests,’ and 
the wonder, commiseration, and finali- 
ty in their voices will haunt you many 
a day. 

With the two books on ou? list there 
will be no further excuse for any one. 
Here the reader will find all the in- 
struction capable of being given 
through print.

teach others to play. The chapter 
“Maxims for Beginners” contains 
advice which would not come amiss 
for a general rule of life. For in- 
stance: ‘Find no fault with your 
partner; accept bim as he is, good, 
bad, or indifferent.” What woyld be- 
come of the divorce courts in case we 
adopted that maxim into the marriage 
relation? Perhaps we have given a 
wider welcome to the one which con- 
cludes the chapter: 

By every means which are not preju- 
dicial to your interests, endeaver to de- 
ceive the adversaries. 

Since bridge has become the great 
occupation of our, kind, it may be as 
well that we should concentrate in it 
our ideas of right and wrong. And 
surely for real dramatic value such a 
statement as “ Know that at love score 
game would be impossible without a 
black declaration” far exceeds “ The 
House of Mirth.” 

If the modern woman needs a 
wider survey of her lifework, she can 
take up Mr. Dalton’s book, coming with 
the cachet of a London footnote and 
written with real literary charm. The 
chapter on the “ Evolution of Bridge” 
has an almost romantic interest. We 
seem to see the game in the guise of 
a Lancelot charging up and down the 
lists’ in triumph, unhorsing one oppo- 
nent after another, “to the no small 
wonderment and great delight of all 
fair ladies.” A gallant game, and well 
these books expound it.

With correct form in all socia] in- 
tercourse and an intimate knowledge 
of the absorbing business of society 
assured, what remains? Why, herself. 
Healthy, lovely, and debonair she must 
be. So we round out our collection 
with “The Complete Beauty Book,” 
and the library itself is complete. Here, 
with the utmost good sense and sim- 
plicity, we are told just how to keep 
well and to be beautiful. Any one fol- 
lowing these efficient and by no means 
fussy rules must surely attain some 
measure at least of those desired pos- 
sessions. There are chapters on breath- 
ing, eating, the skin, hair, eyes, ex- 
ercise and rest, health, “beauty, ard 
fitness in dress. We are warned 
against the ugliness and absurdity of 
tight shoes, high heels, and lacing. 
With a pleasing insight into human na- 
ture the reader is told that “the ma- 
jority of men with sense, and even 
the majority of those whose distin- 
guishing characteristic is not a high 
degree of good sense in most things, 
are opposed to high heels on princi- 
ple, and find subject only for laughter 
in a woman's attempts to make the 
feet look smaller than they are.” It 
is even darkly hinted that such mis- 
taken young women will be left to hob- 
ble along on their miniature stilts in 
single blessedness. Indeed, the fact 
that the good advice with which the 
book is crammed is given with shrewd- 
ness and charm should be no small aid 
in helping it to secure its object, 
which is asserted in the introduction 
to be “to help the wives and daugh- 
ters of America to make and keep 
themselves as attractive as they can.” 

There are some excellent remarks’ on 
the sense of color, and the harlequin 
women who blaze the trail from the 
Battery to Harlem will do well to read 
and mark—and, let us hope, outwardly 
exploit, rather than inwardly digest. 
These sentences have an epigrammatic 
flavor beyond the usual custom of 
“beauty books”: 

It certainly isn't the things you put

TYPICAL Christmas story in a 

pretty book is “The Misfit 
Christmas Puddings, by the Consola- 
tion~ Club,” illustrated by Wallace

A HISTORY OF THE WORLD. 


O “compile a record of the world’s 
T progress, from the dim dawn in the 
Tigris-Euphrates and Nile Valleys to 
the full noonday of twentieth century de- 
velopment " seems a prodigious task. Yet 
Mr. Francis T. Furey has accomplished it 
with a remarkable degree of success. He 
is Professor of History in the Cahill High 
School, Philadelphia and author of “An 
Explanation of the Constitution of the 
United States,” and other historical 
works. His “History of the World” 
(Philadelphia: John C. Winston Company) 
igs a small quarto of 725 pages, profusely 
illustrated. In tone it is moderate, in 
narrative facile and entertaining. The 
author is no theorist, and he writes 
without bias. On geological and ethnolog- 
ical points he is in touch with the current 
of modern thought and learning. He does 
not strive to concillate religious folks, but 
he says nothing to offend them. He be- 
lieves the facts of history ard science are 
not necessarily opposed to the poetic 
statements of the Mosaic books. He ac- 
cepts long-established traditions. He be- 
lieves the details of warfare less impor- 
tant than the historical results of great 
conflicts. An index for his book is great- 
ly needed; but as it stards it is valuable 
as a book of reference, helpful to the 
young student, and good reading for 
everybody.

PAUL ELDER BOOKS.

An Interesting List That Grew Out 
of the San Francisco Fire. 


HE illustration of the Phoenix 
arising from the flame is too 
trite and commonplace a symbol 
to employ in regard to what Paul 
Elder & Co. have done in book- 
making since the San Francisco 
catastrophe of April 18; it ig too 

trite and commonplace a symbol because 
it is literally true. By the middle of last 
April the plans of the house for this year 
had been well advanced—many books had 
been printed, the presses were at work on 
others, the warerooms were well stocked 
with standard editions, and the desks of 
the readers were burdened with ac- 
cepted manuscripts. Then came the 
overwhelming catastrophe in which 
everything was destroyed. And now, even 
with the publishing department estab- 
lished in New York, the wonder is not 
that Paul Elder & Co. should have been 
able to present such a fine list of reprints 
characteristically made, but that they 
should have any list at all. As in former 
years, typography, binding, and illustra- 
tion exceed—features the excellence of 
which usually requires time and thought 
to achieve. 

First on the list and in a neat box which 
suggests its gift-book character is a long 
16mo volume of ‘* Mosaic Essays."’ The title 
is derived from the fact that the subjects 
treated of—friendship, love, happiness, 
nature, and success—are each made up 
of passages from famous writers so clev- 
erly arranged and dovetailed as to pro- 
duce a continued narrative. The various 
quotations and their authors are ingen- 
jously separated by simple typographical 
designs, while every page is richly ru- 
bricated by marginal sub-titles. The type 
is large and simple in design, while 2 
double title page of Japan vellum, rich- 
ly illuminated, admirably sets off the 
whole. (Boards, $1.50 net; leather, $3 net.) 

Somewhat similar in binding, but larger 
in format, is ‘‘The Philosophy of In- 
gersoll,” edited and arranged by Vere 
Goldthwaite. In a certain sense the text 
Shows an attempt to rehabilitate Robert 
G. Ingersoll in the minds of those who 
are only acquainted with his philosophy 
through the attacks of his censors. In 
brilliant epigram, in exquisite imagery, 
and flashes of wit ang humor, it shows 
the hater of superstition and cant in a 
manner impossible to be revealed by a 
prejudiced perusal of his entire works, 
where the finest thoughts are very often 
turned to unworthy abuse and ostenta- 
tious irony. The subjects are arranged 
under such titles as “ Life,” ‘‘ Cause and 
Effect,” ‘‘ Nature,” “*Man and Woman,” 
“Marriage,” ‘* Love,” “Home,” ‘“ Chil- 
dren,’ &c. The typographical scheme is 
simple and effective, with its double-bor- 
dered pages and ruled marginal titles. 
(Boards, $1.50 net; leather, $3 net.) 

Possibly the most effective piece of 
bookmaking is “ Ye Gardeyne Boke,” 
which, with its modern adaptation of pure 
eighteenth century Caslon type and its 
decorated borders in wood-cut style, is a 
most satisfactory example, and, with its 
filumination in mellow green and its 
binding in basket buckram, an altogether 
charming volume to hand. The text has 
been gathered and arranged by Jennie 
Day Haines from hundreds of sources, 
poetical and prosaic. It is curious to 
note in glancing over the volume how con- 
temporary authors excel older ones in 
their grasp of detail and in their sym- 
pathy with nature and the sincerity with 
which they endeavor to impart this sym- 
pathy to the reader. The various quota- 
tions are arranged under about forty 
heads, and Cardinal Newman offers the 
first answer to the question, ‘“‘ What Is a 
Garden? '’—"‘ by a garden is meant mys- 
tically a place of spiritual repose, still- 
ness, peace, refreshment, delight."" Then 
come such topics as ‘ Mediaeval Gar- 
dens,’ “‘ Monastic Gardens,” ‘“ Old-fash- 
loned Gardens,” and gardens identified 
with various nationalities—Dutch, Ger- 
man, Italian, Spanish—and so on, and even 
“The Poet's Garden,’”’ and “Gardens of 
the Sea” are not neglected. (Cloth, $1.50 
net; leather, $3 net.) 

What some persons might consider a 
bizarre example of bookmaking is offered 
by “ The Princess of Manoa,” a collection 
- of charming tales of the Sandwich Isl- 
ands, printed on mulatto-tinted paper, 
which with its curious illustrations painted 
in sepia by D. Howard Hitchcock and its 
dull, rubricated headings strikingly sug- 
gests the Dreamland of the Pacific, from 
the folk-lore of which the author, Mrs. 
Frank R. Day, has drawn her tales. The 
book is a striking example of daring, won- 
derful effects, which would be monstrous 
except for their perfect harmony in color, 
design, and general appearance. (Boards, 
$1.00 net; flexible leather, $3 net.) 

“Fear Not” is a little 16mo, with gray 
paper boards, backed with genuine parch- 
ment and deeply stamped In red. It con- 
tains about fifty pages of heavy linen pa- 
per rubricated in the style of old English 
Prayer Books which admirably sets off 
the quotations of courage from the Bible, 
the text of which has been selected by 
D. J.D. and E. W. These quotations are 
supplemented by inspiring thoughts from 
later sources—Longfellow, Henry Van 
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mond, and others. (Boards, 75 cents net; 
full calf,-$2.50 net.) 
Susan F. Thompson has her fairy story,

a linen-bound, paper-labeled square 16mo 
of light brown paper with rubricated 
head-pieces Its double title page is a 
symbolic design in red and black, while 
the story itself, which is designated as 
being “ worth while,” may have been 
suggested by the following quatrain from 
Epictetus: 
So near ts evil when we're weak 
And cry “I can't,” yet ill 
And good exist but to bespeak 
Our character—our will. 

Two little girls start on a journey and 
meet with a series of experiences such 
as a modern Bunyan might relate in re- 
gard to two modern girl Christians.

A book, which, in its Maltese rubrica- 
tion, is not unlike the little volume called 
“Fear Not,”” already described, is a col- 
lection of quctations called “ Sunday Sym- 
phonies," compiled and arranged by Jen- 
nie Day Haines. A page is devoted to 
each Sunday in the year, and each Sun- 
day has its own special topic, such as 
“New Year Messages,” “Heart vs. 
Brain,” “ What Is Truth?” “ What Is a 
Tie?"’ “How to Make Friends,” “ The 
Simple Life,”” and “ Music.” The quota- 
tions are remarkable for the preponder- 
ance of non-clerical writers represented. 
(Boards, 75 cents net, flexible cloth, $1.50 
net; cloth boards, $2 net.) 

A practical little volume, in long 16m6 
format, simply but effectively rubricated, 
is entitled ‘*Spots; or 202 Cleansers."" The 
items have been compiled by Clarice T. 
Courvoisier. The make-up of the book, 
with its pliable linen cover, indicates its 
utility and durability under many of the 
conditions to be effaced by an intelligent 
perusal of the text. Here are receipts 
for th: removal of stains from all sorts 
of fabrics, from silk to leather, and from 
all sorts of things, from marble to bronse 
statuary to shoes and frying pans, (75 
cents net.) 

Johnny Jone’ makes his reappearance 
this year in a couple of little square 
books bound in fragments of crazy quilts, 
“The Book of Nature” and “ The Won- 
ders of the Deep.” (Plain cloth, 50c. each; 
cambric “scraps,”’ Tic. each.) We all 
know how children print and draw, and 
that their printings and drawings have 
certain characteristics which, when iml- 
tated by a practiced hand, form delightful 
caricatures of infantile endeavor. Such, 
indeed, is the character of these booklets. 
The drawings would beggar an art critic’s 
vituperative vocabulary, but here are @ 
couple of quatrains, said to be written by 
Johnny's mother, one drawn from each 
book:

MONEY AND CRIME. 


SALVAGE. By J. Aquila Kempster. Pp. 353. 
New York: D. Appleton & Co. $1.50. 
GOOD deal of melodrama in the. de- 
velopment and a good dea! of tinsel 
in the decoration are to be noted 
in J. Aquila Kempster’s novel, “ Salvage.” 
The plot, considered by itself, is fairly 
well constructed, and its incidents are 
dovetailed together nicely and made to 
lead up, by proper steps and windings, to 
the grand dénouement. There has not 
been much attempt by the author—or, if 
there was an attempt, it was without suc- 
cess—to make either the story or its sepa- 
rate incidents seem credible or its char- 
acters lifelike. The keynote of the tale 
is very suggestive of Third Avenue melo- 
drama, and in the telling of the story 
the author seems to have drawn upon a 
crude, although vivid, imagination rather 
than upon knowledge of real life and rea] 
men and women. 

At the opening of the novel its hero, 
the son of a good family, has been going 
down hill to destruction at a rapid pace, 
and finds himself, although still a young 
man, an outcast, homeless, friendlesa, 
penniless. He attempts to speak to an- 
other young man about to board a steam- 
er for New York, has a fight, and thinks 
that he has killed the other.

SORT of multum in parvo book 
is the little story of ‘“ Two- 
Legs” by the Danish author, 
Carl Ewald, translated by Alex- 
ander Teixera de Mattos, 
(Charles Scribner’s Sons.) It tells 
the story, with a simplicity and 
directness that make the style very charm- 
ing, of man’s conquest of nature. It takes 
a human couple in the Beginning of things 
into a wilderness, and tells how, little 
by little, they subjugate the animals, 
learn to clothe themselves, cultivate the 
earth, and build habitations while the 
wild animals, watching them with anger 
and resentment, finaly admit their claim 
to be masters of the world. “‘ The Happy- 
Go-Lucky,” a romantic story with a 
quaint eighteenth century flavor, is trans- 
lated from the German of Joseph Freiherr 
von Ejichendorff by Mrs. A. L. Wister, 
(the J. B. Lippincott Company.) It is told 
in the person of a young good-for-nothing 
who can do nothing but play the violin 
and who goes out to wander the world 
over and find happiness in his music and 
aimless wanderings. It is very daintily 
and prettily gotten up with illustrations 
in color and tint by Philip Grot Johann 
and Prof. Edmund Kanoldt, while the 
wide margins are decorated with appro- 
priate drawings by Eva Nagel Wolf. 

‘* Bugene’s Quest,”” by Annette Lucile 
Noble, (American Tract Society, $1,) is a 
story of travel that depends quite as 
much upon its rather complicated plot for 
interest as upon its scenes and incidents 
in foreign lands. It takes abroad a party 
of schoclgirls in their teens in the charge 
of their teacher and another middle-aged 
woman of’ great brightness of heart and 
a lad ready for college who acts as cour- 
ier. He is searching for a young sister 
from whom he had long been separated, 
and it is this quest which gives motive 
and title to the story. An amusing tale of 
a tiny English girl who kept herself very 
busy doing all sorts of astounding things 
is entitled “That Little Limb,” by May 
Baldwin, (George W. Jacobs & Co.) Her 
feats were inspired by the best intentions 
in the world, but somehow they always 
went wrong and ended in disaster for her- 
self and every one else, The dainty illus- 
trations in ‘black and white are by Miss

A girls is Mrs. Margaret E, Sangster’s 
“ Fairest Girlhood,” (the Fleming H. 
Revell Company, $1.50,) with its cover of 
cream and gold and Its page illustrations 
of fair-faced maids, by Griselda Marshall 
McClure. The book is made up of a 
series of short essays, in which girls will 
find made clear for them many of the 
problems of their relations to the rest of 
the world which so often puzzle the hearts 
and minds of young women in their teens, 
“The Games Book for Boys and Girls”’ 
(=. P. Dutton & Co., $2.50) will be a 
welcome gift for any lad or lassie. It is 
full of directions for playing scores of in- 
door games and pastimes for the play- 
ground. There are also directions for the 
collection and preservation of plants, 
ferns, and seaside objects, for the care of 
fcr indoor gardening, for the 
of toys, the tying of knots of 
many sorts, and for the doing of many 
other interesting things. 

A book of old English fairy tales bear- 
ing the title of ‘“‘ Fairy-Gold,” (EK. P. Dut- 
ton & $2.50,) is edited by Ernest 
Rhys and profusely illustrated by Herbert 
Cole with twelve full-pages in rich Gark 
colors and seventy full pages in black 
and white, with large head and tail pieces 
in addition. The gray linen cover is lav- 
ishly decorated in red, green, and gold. 
The stories and tallads, numbering alto- 
nearly eighty, are those that are 
English or had an English 
crigin Among the latter the editor 
classed the “‘ Pied Piper of Hamelin.”’ An- 
other sclection of fairy tales has been 
made by Kate Douglas Wiggin and Nora 
Archibald Smith and is called ‘‘ The 
Ring,”’ (McClure, Phillips & Co.) This 
book fs not illustrated, but it 1s printed 
cn a good quality of cream paper and is 
better and more serviceably made and 
bound than are too many American books. 
The editors have ranged the world over 
for their selections, which comprise over 
sixty tales, and among them will be 
found many of the old favorites and many 
others that are not so well known. 

‘Ready the Reliable,”’ by Lily F. Wes- 
selhoeft, (Little, Brown & Co.,) is about a 
tramp dog that was taken in and cared 
for by some kind-hearted children. The 
little Ones and their mother were in mis- 
fortune, but they had an elderly relative 
who had plenty of money, and it came 
about that the children and the dog's de- 
votion to them made a great improve- 
ment in everybody's lot, including that of 
the rich and hard old man. ‘The illustra- 
tions, in black and white, by Chase Em- 
erson, are well drawn and show charac- 
ter and lifeclikeness. A boy's story, full of 
life and vigor, is teld by Martha James 
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in ‘‘ Jimmie. Suter and the Boys of Pig- 
eon Camp,” (Lothrop, Lee & Shepard 
Company, $1.25.) It is about a tweive- 
year-old boy and his friends who had 
great times hunting, having snowball 
fights, salting an tceboar, and doing many 
other things, among which was the or- 
ganization of a society for feeding and 
protecting birds which came finally to 
have a wide influence and to be produc- 
tive of much good. The illustrations are 
by George W, Picknell. 


AURA E. RICHARDS’S “ The Silver 
Crown" (I.‘tle, Brown & Co., $1.25) 
is a collection of short fables similar 

in character to those which comprise 
“The Golden Windows,"’ by the same au- 
thor. They are simply and vividly writ- 
ten, and each one is made to carry its 
own moral, which the reader must himself 
disentangle from its figurative speech. 
“A Sheaf of Stories,"’ by Susan Coolidge, 
(Little, Brown & Co.,) illustrated by J. 
W. F. Kennedy,’brings together a collec- 
tion of eleven short stories for quite 
young readers about children and animals. 

E. P. Dutton & Co. bring out among 
their importations from Ernest Nister of 
London, a line of large-paper, illustrated 
books for the very youngest children. 
Some have'a few verses of rhyme and 
others are composed entirely of- pictures. 
‘The illustrations, especially the colored 
ones, are of very good quality. Among 
those priced at % cents are “‘ Old Father 
Santa Claus,” “ Little Betty Blue,” “ The 
Fire Engine Book,” and “The Circus 
Model Book.”

HIS volume |s made up of portrayals

Some of the Elder Statesmen of the 
United States—Mrs. Smith's 
Washington Letters. 

OPULAR conceptions of American 
public nten of the earlier period 
are apt to lack something on the 
merely human side—something 
which leaves them rather unsym- 


Pathetic figures. For these concep- 
tions are built chiefly upon the mate- 
rial furnished by the stately periods of the 
commemorative orator and the political 
biographer. Such formalists think of 


their subjects in superlatives, perhaps, 
but always rather as public characters 
than as men. Therefore, this collection of 
letters, written by a woman who was the 
familiar friend of many such men, whose 
view of them all, womanlike, is persona) 
before anything else, is a distinct and val- 
uable contribution to the completeness ef 
the historical pictures of life in the high- 
est political circles in the first half cent- 
ury of the American Republic. 

It need hardly be said that the human 
side of that period ts not its least Inter- 
esting side, and Mrs. Smith’s intimate 
pictures (of Jefferson, of Madison, of 
Clay, in particular,) are really illumi- 
nating. The title of the book, “ The First 
Forty Years of Washington Society,” de- 
scribes the scope sufficiently well The 
Scribners are-the publishers. It is edited 
and compiled by Gaillard Hunt from the 
family letters of Mrs. Samuel Harrison 
Smith, (her maiden name was Margaret 
Bayard,) who came from Philadelphia to 
Washington with her husband when the 
new capital first began to be a town, in 
1800, and lived there in close touch with 
all the great folks of the time till her 
death in 1844. The interval covers the 
administrations of John Adams, Thomas 
Jefferson, James Madison, James Mon- 
roe, J. Q. Adams, and Andrew Jackson. 


Mrs. Smith was particularly intimate 
with the families of Mr. Jefferson and of 
Mr. Madison—she visited them at Monti- 
cello and Montpelier—and with those of 
William H. Crawford of Georgia and of 
Henry Clay, but she knew more or less 
well and met almost daily all the other 
contemporary historymakers and their 
wives, daughters, and sweethearts. Sam- 
uel Harrison Smith, her husband, came to 
Washington on Mr. Jefferson's advice to 
found the first newspaper published in the 
new capital, The National Intelligencer; 
Madison made him Commissioner of Rev- 
enue in the Treasury Department, and 
even Secretary of the Treasury ad inte- 
rim. Afterward he was President of the 
Bank of Washington and of the Washing- 
ton branch of the Bank of the United 
States. Both Mr. and Mrs. Smith were 
highly esteemed, and their house seems to 
have been a gathering place for Secreta- 
ries, Sepators, and Congressmen of all 
parties, besides Foreign Ministers and 
visitors from abroad as variously distin- 
guished as Lafayette and Harriet Mar- 
tineau 

Mrs. Smith wrote fiction which has 
mercifully perished and corresponded co- 
piously with her sisters and friends. She 
was a strong partisan of the Democrats 
and an enthusiastic admirer of Mr. Jef- 
ferson. William H. Crawford and Henry 
Clay were other personal favorites of 
hers. 

The reader will find it more satisfactory 
to form his notion of the book from the 
excerpts which follow, but it is worth 
remarking, ‘as a preliminary, that Mrs. 
Smith is a typical woman of her gen- 
eration, with the faults and merits of that 
generation strong within her. Her style 
is the style of her time, her sentiment the 
sentiment of her time, but she is too 
much of a woman to be unobservant, and 
her intense interest in everybody around 
her leads her to record what she sees 
with not a little vividness. 

Especially is this true of the letters she 
wrote for private reading only. Yet she is 
singularly little of a scandalmonger. In- 
deed, the only scandals she touches upon 
are two which are historic. The first is 
the case of the American wife of “a dis- 
tinguished foreigner"’ in Mr. Jefferson's 
reign who went out into company s0 
scantily and diaphanously clad that the 
populace followed her carriage round-eyed 
through the streets, and the careful ma- 
trons of Washington sent her word ‘they 
could attend no more entertainments 
which she honored with her presence 
“unless she put on more clothes.” The 
second is the case of Peggy O'Neil, who 
made so much trouble in Jackson's Cabi- 
net. Mrs. Smith’s virtuous attitude is 
shown in her hearty approval of society's 
exclusive course in regard to this naughty 
lady, the wife of Jackson's familiar friend. 
Not all Old Hickory’s influence availed to 
make a place for her in the circles Mrs. 
Smith adorned, though her husband was 
a Cabinet member, and certain interested 
persons, like Mr. Van Buren, Secretary of 
State, received her into their homes and 
presented her to their wives and daugh- 
ters. Here is a passage supposed to re- 
late to certain eminent Kentuckians:

In another place is a description of the 
Sunday services in the hall of Congress, 
which were a great social feature in the 
days before the town had any consider- 
able houses of worship. 


The occasion presented for display was 
not only a novel but a favorable one for 
the youth, beauty, and fashion of the 
city, Georgetown, and environs. The mem- 
bers of Congress gladly gave up their 
seats to the fair auditors and either 
lounged in the lobbies or around the fire- 
places, or stood beside the ladies of their 
acquaintances. The Sabbath day resort 
became so fashionable that the floor of 
the House offered insufficient space, the 
platform behind the Speaker’s chair, and 
every spot where a chair could be wedged 
in, was crowded with ladies in their gay- 
est costumes and their attendant beaux, 
who led them to their seats with the same 
gallantry as is exhibited in a ballroom. 
Smiles, nods, whispers—nay, sometimes 
tittering—marked their recognition of 
each other and beguiled the tedium of the 
service. Often when cold a lady would 
leave her seat, and, led by her attending 
beau, would make her way through the 
crowd to one of the fireplaces, where she 
could laugh and talk at her ease. One of 
the officers of the House, followed by his 
attendant, would make his way through 
the hall to the depository of letters to put 
them in the mailbag, which sometimes 
had a most ludicrous effect and always 
diverted attention from the preacher. The 
musick was as little in union with devo- 
tional feelings as the place. The Marine 
Band were the performers. Their scarlet 
uniform, their various instruments, made 
quite a dazzling appearance in the gal- 
lery. The marches they played were good 
and inspiring, but in their attempts to 
accompany the psalm singing of the con- 
@regation they completely falled, and 
after a while the practice was discontin- 
ued—it was too ridiculous. 

There is space to quote no more, but the 
accounts of Mr. Madison's inauguration, 
of the sudden access of hospitality at the 
White House when Mr. John Quincy 
Adams found he was not re-elected, of 
the consternation and turmoil in society 
produced by the advent of Gen. Jackson, 
all these things are reported in the live- 
liest and most feminine fashion.

En 
route to Sydney he made short stops in 
New York, Washington, Virginia, (his 
native State, where his aged Methodist 
parents were still living,) Cincinnatl, 
(where he had been a Unitarian preacher 
in his young manhood,) Salt Lake City, 
San Francisco, Honolulu, and New Zea- 
land. After delivering his lectures in 
Australia, which he decided to be “a 
good place to get away from,” he spent 
considerable time in Ceylon, which 
seemed to him an Eden, and in Hindu- 
stan, where he witnessed the picturesque 
rites of Mohammedanism, Parseeism, 
Buddhism, Brahmanism, and the other 
Indian religions, and had long and inti- 
mate interviews with the leading repre- 
sentatives of these cults. He then re- 
turned to London by the way of the 
Suez Canal, Venice, and Paris. 

“My Pilgrimage to the Wise Men of 
the East” recounts what Mr. Con- 
way saw, heard, thought, and felt 
during this journey, and not a few of the 
things he has seen, heard, thought, and 
felt at other periods of als varied and in- 
teresting career. The book abounds in 
curious facts and in still more curious— 
sometimes whimsical—interpretations of 
facts. It is a bizarre but on the whole 
engaging combination of vivid word pict- 
ures, reminiscences, philosophical, ethical, 
and religious discussion and speculation 
and downright preaching; in fact, it real- 
ly makes an integral part of Mr. Con- 
way's recently published autobiography, 
in which he practically ignored his expe- 
riences in the Orient. 

Mr. Conway would not be Mr. Conway 
{f he did not revel in superfluities and 
irrelevancies; ‘and he would be still less 
Mr. Conway if these superfluities and lr 
relevancies were not the most entertain- 
ing portion of his utterances, since it ts 
in his discursive moments that he in- 
dulges in piquant anecdotes of the celebri- 
ties of both hemispheres, (of whom he 
has met as many probably as any man of 
his time,) and in such wise and witty sen- 
tences and paragraphs as these: 

Who can love a Cosmos? 

I regarded Theosophy as simply spirit- 
ualism in a fez. 

If one scratches an Engtishman with a 
Moslem spear, he will find a crusader. 

From Boccaccio’s Fiammetta to Gocthe’s 
Gretchen it Is church-going that furnishes 
the lover’s opportunity. 

Steam is a comrade of Latitudinarian- 
ism. The ancient persecutors never ex- 
perienced log voyages, away from their 
conventicles, with mnon-elect companies 
and schismatics, through fogs, near ice- 
bergs, amid ocean wastes, with only a 
thin partition separating them and their 
opponents from a common abyss. 

I once met Mr. Atkinson, Harriet 
Martineau’s famous friend, and found the 
“ Baconian theory ” was his substitute for 
Christianity. “That this idea about Ba- 
con writing Shakespeare shoul flit 
around the world and fill its believers 
with an exaltation and peace the worid 
cannot give is phenomenal, 

I have remarked in various parts 
of the world that in every country the 
sex that exceeds the other in numbers 
arrays itself finely, the minority sex 
dressing plainly.

Mr. Conway's attitude toward pretty 
nearly every institution under the sun— 
except war and missionaries, which he 
abhors about equally—is a tolerant and 
magnanimous one. He quotes approvingly 
Max Miiller’s epigram, “He who knows 
only one religion Knows none.” “It was 
in studying the Oriental books in my 
youth,” he says, “that I learned that in 
all the earth were growing the flowers 
and fruits of the human heart concerning 
which one wise man said, ‘Kcep thy 
heart above all that thou guardest, for 
out of it are the issues of life.’” He is 
not only frank in admitting the good 
points of all the religions with which he 
comes in contact, but keen, and even in- 
genious, in detecting the good points, and 
he expresses a desire “‘to preserve and 
continue all the varieties of religion in 
their own structural development.” 

Nevertheless, he will not lend himself 
to imposture and he exposes the charla- 
tanism of Mme. Blavatsky in the clever- 
est and most readable, 1f not the most 
profound, chapter of his book. The fol- 
lowing paragraphs describe the crucial 
moment of his visit to the strange high- 
priestess of Thtosophy.

I did not press the matter at all. I felt 
that Madame was a genius in her way, 
and a moral phenomenon to be studied, 
but she made no pretenses with me. Of 
the common Theosophic talk about a new 
era, welfare of humanity, reincarnation, 
there was no trace whatever. Not a 
word about Occultism or any other 
“ism’’ came from her, nor anything in 
the way of an abstraction. She gossiped 
wittily and sometimes satiric aly about 
this or that person she had met in Amer- 
ica, London, Paris, and told some amusing 
anecdotes, 


The touchstone of a religion, in Mr. 
Conway’s view, is its ability to produce 
what he calls “fruits of simple human 
happiness for individual hearts and 
homes.”” “ Unhappiness,"’ he says in the 
last paragraph of his preface, “is the 
root of all evil. Irom it springs mean- 
ness, vice, crime, bitterness, injustice. 
Happiness ig the sacred spirit, the mother 
of yirtues.”” And this sentiment, which 
recurs as a sort of refrain throughout the 
volume, gives it a certain unity it would 
otherwise lack. 

Mr. Conway’s thought has grown more 
and more radical as he has grown older, 
(contrary to what we are accustomed to 
expect,) and this résumé of his religious 
beliefs and unbeliefs will appear as shock- 
ing to some of his readers as it will ap- 
pear illuminating to others. The sea- 
soned reader and thinker will like it for 
its evident sincerity and its sugs restive- 
ness, but will not be sufficiently affected 
by it one way or another to lose any sleep 
Om account of it.

The history of the expedition is being 
printed as a scientific recor@é in Wash- 
ington. The record covers two years of 
magnetic observation and also tide rec- 
ords. 


He has had many wonderful expe2ri- 
ences, and he told me an interesting tale 
which I will repeat in his own words: 


During the Aretic night of my first 
Polar experience, the Americans of the 
party were crowded togetner In the small 
cabin of the America with the ship's 
officers. The bunks wére close together, 
and poor ventilation was sometimes the 
result, the heavy air causing strange 
dreams. Several times members of the 
expedition had curious visions in their 
sleeping hours, the recounting of which 
became the feature of our gatherings 
when we huddled around the tiny steve 
after working through the dark hours 
which we called day. 


An apparition had been seen under ter- 
rifying circumstances by one of the doc- 
tors, and had also appeated to others of 
the party in their dreams. It was the 
figure of a man in a long, dark wind coat 
or ‘‘ pashee,"" and was called “The Man 
in the Pashee.” “ Who has seen the man 
in the pashee?” before long became a 
familiar morning salutation. 

My own experience with this apparition 
was @ curious ome. Before the departure 
of the sun I had taken a number of nega- 
tives, and during the darkness of Winter 
a large part of my time was spent in a 
little dark room between decks develop- 
ing plates. The water used for my work 
was secured by melting ice in the galley, 
situated in the forecastle. Whenever f 
needed a supply I took a lantern a pall, 
crossed the wind-swept, icy deck, and 
filled my ii from a barrel of meiti 
ice back of the galley stove. One day 
crossed the deck at noon, and my eyes 
were gladdened by the twilight of return- 
ing Spring, though dim and spectral it 
was, nevertheless =. and the southern 
sky was luminous th the promise of the 
returning sun. I opened the little door 
and descended the conmrpanionway, grest. 
ing as I passed the sailors, who, gathered 
around a table forward of the galley, were 
making and mending garments by the dim 
light of candles and lamps. As I slowly 
filled the pail I happened to turn and look 
back. A luminous figure that stood on 
the steps of the dark companionwa: 
caught my eye. “Fhe Man In the Pashee! 
Through the faint, white figure I could see 
the steps of the companionway. I rubbed 
my eyes and looked wo £ but on glancin; 
back the figure was still visible. I talk 
to the steward and several of the gatlors, 
leaving my station by the barrel to do so. 
But on looking again toward the dark 
stairs I could see that strange, transpar- 
ent figure of light like a spectre of the 
dead. I did not ask any one else to look 
at the figure. It would only frighten the 
men, if really there, and if it were not, I 
preferred to keep the laugh on myself to 
myself. 

My pail full, I advanced toward the 
figure on the steps, and as I did so it dis- 
appeared. I went back to my little dark 
room and —-_ the thing over, and at 
last came to the conclusion that ft was 
the result of an image formed on the 
eyes. I remembered that while crossing 
the deck my eyes were given their first 
vision of white light for many months, 
and I gazed fascinated by the radiance of 
the southern sky. 

On the deck some men were working, 
and one of these figures must have been 
between me and the lght—a silhouette 
against the background of light—and when 
Il went below the image reversed, giving 
a white figure against a dark background. 
This was a forceful example of the per- 
sistence of an image on the retina of the 
eye.

R. WALLACE IRWIN is now a resi- 
M dent of this city. He has been in 
this part of the world for two 
years, but previous to that he spent most 
of his time in the Far West. 

When he was only four years old his 
family went to Colorado to live. He was 
brought up in a mining camp until he 
was fifteen, and then he went to school 
in Denver, and from there went to Palo 
Alto, where he worked his way through 
the Leland Stanford University. When 
his worldly possessions 
were a handful of change and a ward- 
robe tied up in a handkerchief.

The material for his new book, “ China- 
town Ballads,”’ he gathered while doing 
newspaper work as a Chinatown reporter. 
He saw the worst of the highbinder 
trouble, and knew as many underground 
passages as the police, and was on friend- 
ly terms with the Chinese. . 

Mr. Irwin spoke very appreciatively of 
the Chinese. He compared them with the 
Japanese and said: “The Chinaman 
makes a good domestic servant. He is 
good*as a cook or as a nurse. He ts 
trustworthy and you get attached to him. 
He has a cheery, happy-go-lucky spirit 
that is very attractive. The Chinamen 
have a fine philosophy of their own. It 
is just suited to them. They know how 
to live economically and well on very lit- 
tle. The Jap, too, is good as a servant, 
but you don’t get attached to him. The 
Jap is a pure scientist while the China- 
man is a poet. A Jap never loses his 
self-possession. To Illustrate that, one 
night at college I had been out getting 
some beer for my fellow-students and 
was coming along a country road when 
I saw a Jap coming toward me on a 
wheel. The Jap, as was his custom, 
turned to the left, and as I did not re- 
member that that was what he would 
naturally do, we came together with a 
grand crash. I was thrown into a field 
by the roadside. We both lost conscious- 
ness. When I came to I went over to the 
little Jap, who was lying in the road, his 
bald head shining in the moonlight. I 
thought surely I had killed him, but I 
went to him and shook him. He came to 
in a few minutes and immediately he 
jumped up and began to brush the dust 
off me, exclaiming ‘Excuse me, Sir! I 
am very sorry, Sir!’ They never lose 
their self-possession.”’ 

The oddest chracter in Chinatown ac- 
cording to Mr. Irwin was Wong Fook, 
the gambler king who was supposed to 
be worth half a million dollars. “ The 
first time I ever saw him,” says Mr. Ir- 
win, “he was presiding in his fantan pal- 
ace on Jackson Street. He was clad in a 
gorgeous Canton blouse of peacock silk. 
‘Have you been to the racetrack lately, 
Wong?’ some one asked him. ‘ Race 
track!’ he answered, ‘say, I wouldn’t put 
a hairpin on those skates! Risk me hard 
earned dough on a skin-game? Nixie for 
mine! I'm wise, lam!’ Wong Fook was 
born in San Francisco learned his 
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tough slang by associating with the hood- 
lums south of Market Street.”

HARLES WELSH is an Englishman 
c by birth. His home is at Winthrop 
Highlands and he is now a_ full- 
fledged American citizen. For the last 
five years he has been engaged in compil- 
ing a great Irish library. The little cot- 
tage, or bungalow, as Mr. Welsh calls it, 
in Winthrop, is situated on a hill looking 
out on an orchard and within easy reach 
of the beach. But it is in the workshop 
attached to the house that the real inter- 
est centres. Nearly all Mr. Welsh’'s life 
he has been engaged in collecting the best 
in Irish literature. He feels that the 
world has not fully recognized the fact 
that Ireland has a literature of her own 
Five years ago he undertook the super- 
vision of the work of making a library of 
Irish literature. The work was in charge 
of a committee of distinguished men, 
among whom were Dr. Douglas Hyde, 
Lady Gregory, Stephen Gwynn, Prof. F. 
M. Robinson of Harvard, and others. The 
editor in chief of the committee was Jus- 
tin McCarthy. Mr. Welsh prepared a lst 
of authors and their works and sent the 
list to each member of ‘the committee 
The results of their independent decisions 
were then brought together, compared, 
and combined. A new list was then pre- 
pared and submitted to the associate ed- 
itors, and finally passed on by Justin Me- 
Carthy. “Thus you see,” Mr. Welsh 
says, “this collection of Irish literature 
is not the work of one man, but the out- 
come of the combined wisdom and liter- 
ary judgment of a group of the foremost 
living Irish scholars and critics.” 


In answer to a request to indicate the 
principles which guided the final choice 
of authors and their work, Mr. Welsh 
replied: “ Literary merit and human in- 
terest are the chief touchstones employed. 
The idea of presenting the distinct na- 
tionality of Ireland's literature was kept 
constantly in view. The selections are 
made without bias, religious, political, or 
social, and without fear or favor. You, of 
course, know,” continued Mr. Welsh, 
“that from the eighth until the thirteenth 
century, when the rest of the world lay 
dormant as far as literary production was 
concerned, Ireland was a centre of liter- 
ary activity.” When some skepticism was 
shown as to the unbroken stream of Irish 
literature Mr. Welsh laughed and said: 
“Oh, yes, it is true that many years ago 
Dr. Brinkley of Trinity College, Dublin, 
said there was no evidence to prove that 
the Irish had any acquaintance with the 
arts of civilized life before the arrival in 
Ireland of the English. But there is now 
no excuse for that ignorance. Dr. Hyde 
has wiped it away forever.” 

Mr. Welsh is of Irish descent, but he 
himself was born in Kent. His wife is 
French by birth. She has traveled a 
great deal and is an excelient linguist. 
They both have a preference for Italian 
servants, and all communication between 
these and Mr. and Mrs. Welsh is carried 
on in Italian. The cottage at Winthrop 
has been named Villa Carlo Maria, and 
has become one of the most popular at 
the beach.

BT me acknowledge the high ap- 
preciation and the competent crit- 
icism of Edward Rowland Sill 
which Christian Gauss expressos 
in your issue of Dec. 1, and then 
ask why it is that in quoting the 
lines beginning “And down the West” 
Mr. Gauss gives no hint of the poem 
of some seventy lines of which they 
are the concluding four. A few years 
ago I read in a New England news- 
paper this poem, the authorship of 
which was sought, the inquirer saying 
that he or she had known that it was 
printed in a California or Oregon weekly 
newspaper, the title of which escapes me; 
and as I read the lines I was impressed 
that I had read something by E. R. Sill 
which sounded very much like some of 
them. I turned to a copy of one of 
Sill's books and found some of the 
lines, including those which your reviewer 
quotes; and I half concluded that Sill had 
once written the seventy-line 2.0em, and 
later, in making one of his books, had 
used only a few of the lines, applying to 
them a different title from that which 
the long production seemed to me to de- 
mand. In preparing the long poem for my 
book of favorites, I chose for it the title, 
“A Ride at Night." I have not ‘seen the 
definitive edition published by Hough- 
ton, Mifflin & Co. to which Mr. Gauss al- 
ludes, and so I am at a disadvantage in 
discussing ‘‘ A Ride at Night,"” for it may 
be in that edition. However, I wish to re- 
mark that the spiritual reach and poetical 
promise of that poem were as great as 
those of any other piece by Sill that I 
ever saw. 

Touching the California (or, more prop- 
erly, the Connecticut,) poet's religious at- 
titude, do you not think it was more satis- 
factorily expressed, after his death, by 
Elizabeth Stuart Phelps Ward, long his 
intimate correspondent, than fn any other 
form? So far as related to his thought of 
another world, I understand that he held

In reading your announ 
coming year I find every spe 
and every regular dep urtment 
ly commended to your readers, with one 
exception. You make no mention -what- 
ever of verse or verse writers. Your po- 
etry is of a high order; your recognition 
of your centributors in verse is nost gen- 
erous. You do not use poems merely as 
fillers; you accept upon merit, and fre- 
quently express your appreciation in en- 
couraging terms. Yet you do not think 
this work worthy of mention in your pub- 
lic announcements. Why ‘ot? 

In this pa rticular you are only one of 
many. This neglect of poetry on the part 
of editors and publishers is universal, and 
the reason is hard to find. Take the com- 
mercial side of it, to begin with. All pub- 
lishers say that there is no demand for 
poetry, and all writers know it. But is 
this a necessary condition? In this age of 
advertising every business man realizes 
that it is a part of his business to create 
a demand. The man on the street no 
longer heeds any matter to which his at- 
tention is not called. He waits to be told 
what to buy, what to eat, what to read. 
Perhaps he is too busy; perhaps he has 
grown accustomed to being shouted at. 
At all events, he will never regard any- 
thing as of consequence which its pur- 
veyors do not think worth recommending 
to him. Verse does not sell. No wonder. 
The publishers are killing the demand, 
and with it that part of their business! 
How can they prove that it is unsalable 
until they make the same effort to sell it 
that they are willing to make in the case 
of their other wares? The assumption is, 
of course, 
than their other wares that the effort is 
not worth while. That is the decision of 
the publishers rather than of the public. 

But granting the difficulty of selling 
books of verse, there still remaing the 
question of the magazine prospectus. On 
the side of justice there is something to 
be ae for the writer whose devotion to a 
great but unpopular art is keeping his 
name and work in obscurity. It is in the 
nature of art to address itself to the 
world. But how can the verse writer— 
even he who knows the rules of his art, 
and feels its inspiration—gain a respecta- 
ble hearing? At present we have not only 
to contend with the Mmdifference of the 
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world, but with the tacit contempt of the 
middleman who gives us our meagre op- 
Portunity. Personally, the writer has re- 
ceived private commendation from editors 
who accepted her contributions, but has 
shared with better writers the disadvan~- 
tage of not being cried in the market- 
Place. 

If a poet of well-known ability can find 
a place in the columns of a prominent pe- 
riodical, why not in its announcements? 
If a new or obscure poet can produce 
work which is accepted and privately 
praised by the editors, why not accord 
him the great advantage of a public an- 
nouncement to that effect? Are poets so 
steeped in snecess that they do not need 
this help, or so contemptible as a class 
that they do not deserve it? At present, 
all verse writers, regardless of their re- 
spective merit, are thus relegated to a 
melancholy obscurity, their only fault be- 
ing the practice of an art which may now 
be unpopular, but was once glorified in 
the persons of the immortals.

Mrs, Gaskell Sympathetically Edited 
—George Eliot and Others in 


Special Literary Dress. 


AVE to few literary specialists, 
Mrs. Gaskell has come down to 
us famed as the most intimate 
friend and panegyrist of Char- 
lotte Bronté and as the author 
of a pathetic tale of Manchester 
life, called ‘“ Mary Barton." That 

she also wrote “Cranford,” ‘ Ruth,” 
“Wives and Daughters,’’ “ North and 
South,” and a number of admirable short 
stories, with a not too-intruding moral 
roint, has generally been deemed 
of biographical ratner mag of literary im- 
portance. Yet no one interested in the 
early Victorian era of novel writing will 
deny that her force in letters, plaintive 
and gentle though it was, demands some 
permanent recognition and record. 

This recognition and reweord have now 
been given through an edition of her 
works called the Knutsford, most admir- 
ably introduced, characterized and expa- 
tiated upon by Dr. Adolphus W. Ward, 
(New York: G. P. Putnam's Sons. $1.50 
each.) Dr. Ward derives his authority 
and his knowledge as editor through the 
express wish of Mrs. Gaskell’s surviving 
daughters and from an intimate acquaint- 
ance with her works, and he has per- 
formed his task with exquisite taste, 
grace, and zeal—a well-modulated zeal 
which reveals the fact that Mrs. Gaskell’s 
literary life was but a reflection of her 
domestic existence, and that her greatest 
charm was her “ sweet serenity of soul.’ 
Indeed, this is the spirit in which the 
editor, both in his biographical sketch and 
in his brief expository prefaces to the va- 
rious volumes, illuminates and substan- 
tiates by pertinent contrasts between her 
home life and the manner in which she 
wished to interpret the life about her: 

Fortune cast no shadows across the 
path of her personal experiences save 
such as are the lot of mortality; and the 
fame which suddenly encircled her brow, 
before she had yet passed into middle 
age, was alike unasked and undisturbing. 
* * * Her husband, who had won her 
hand in the days of her beautiful girl- 
hood, was the associate of the best and 
highest thoughts of her womanly matur- 
ity; and the henored name that she left 
was safe in the care of her dearly loved 
daughters. On such a life who would 
wish to look back; to it who is not ready 
to look up? 

Thus writes Dr. Ward; and from such 
an ecomium it is easy to turn to her 
half-forgotten books with a new appre- 
clation of peace and tranquillity and old- 
world kindliness, with a new appreciation 
of the author's individuality and with 
praise for both publisher and editor for 
giving a permanent setting to literary 
achievements which, in the bustle and 
eager development of modern writing and 
bookmaking, may open a wholesome and 
attractive retrospect.

This material they 
treated with much sympathy, litera +y 
skill, and an intelligence according to 
their lights and capacity. Prescott, espe- 
cially, was a disciple of Gibbon, and for

Thus encouraged, he wrofe 

probably his most strikis 
History of the Con- 
quest of Mexico.”” Then came, in two yol- 
umes, his ** History of the Conquest of 
Peru,’’ and only three years after he be- 
gan work on what many consider his 
most worthy achievement, at which death 
found him, his “ History of the Reign of 

Philip I.” 

Prescott’s fame as a historian has suf- 
fered more than his fame as a writer of 
historical narrative, although he still 
challenges comparison with Macaulay and 
Michelet, who, respectively, in England 
and France, were also disciples of Gibbon. 
The modern historian who delves deeply 
into the bedrock of origins may turn into 
fables or qualify as romantic interpreta- 


terary effort, *“* The 








tions much of Prescott’s vork; but he 
cannot deny the charm of the writer and 
cheerfully acquiesces in the claim that the 
atmosphere in which men like Prescott 
steep their facts was true to jhe life of 
the time. 

Among these twelve volumes will be 
found not only the histories which Pres- 
eott wrote, but also a book of miscellanies 
and the authorized “‘ Life of Prescott,” by 
George Ticknor. Each volume contains an 
exhaustive index, with dontents ably 
synopticized. The format is large and 
open and the typography inviting, and the 
illustrations are the result of special re- 
search and range from -rare prints and 
reproductions of paintings to maps and 
diagrams.

whose melody and themes hare been 
highty praised since they first appeared 
m England ten years ago, and, finally, 
Vernon Lee’s “ Ariadne in Mantua: A Ro- 
mance tn Five Acts,” hitherto issued in a 
very limited edition, and quite wholly un- 
known in America until brought out in 
The Bibelot. It will now invite a still 
wider circle of readers. 


Mr. Mosher’s Lyrie Garland Series con- 
tains this year two important items, one 
of which {s Rosamund Marriott Watson’s 
book of verses entitled “‘ Tares,” which 
emphasizes the fact that only at rare in- 
tervals can a poetical pamphlet such as 
the present prove anything but a pathetic 
failure. As for “ Tares,” it ls an estray 
which has taken root, an exquisite, unique 
flower caught by the wind and held by it 
to particular public approbation. The 
other item in this series is Walt Whit- 
man’s “ Memories of President Lincoln, 
and Other Lyrics of the War,” which, of 
course, contains “When Lilacs Last in 
the Dooryard Bloom’d.” The Lyric Gar- 
lang Series, which will be recalled as con- 
taining volumes from Yeats, Henley, Ar- 
thur Symons, and Swinburne’s “ Song of 
Italy,” has a small octavo format and is 
printed from Caslon old-style type, with 
Chiswick ornaments, and bound in antique 
gray paper boards, with white labels. 
There are two editions, (950 copies on Van 
Gelder hand-made paper, 50 cents net 
each; 100 copies on Japan vellum, $1 net 
each.) 

A similar variety of editions marks 
Mr. Mosher’s well known Vest Pocket 
and Ideal Series, but some of these texts 
have already made their appearance in 
other series of the same house. Par- 
ticular notice may be taken this season 
of “A Little Book of Nature Thoughts 
from Walt Whitman,” edited by Anne 
Montgomerie Traubel, and “ A Little Book 
of Nature Themes from Thoreau,” se- 
lected by Thomas Coke Watkins, in the 
Vest Pocket Series, and in the Ideal 
Series Edgar Prestage’s translation of 
Eca de Quetroz’s “The Sweet Miracle,”

Browning's beautiful poem, “ The Last 
Ride Together,” appears in a new and 
handsome edition through G. P. Putnam's

The book has 
been elaborately gotten up, Frederick 
Simpson Coburn, the well-known artist 
and illustrator of “A Christmas Carol,” 
“Rip Van Winkle,” ‘Sleepy Hollow,” 
and other books, having provided the 
half-dozen photogravure illustrations, 
head pieces, and other decorations. The 
text, which is printed on only one side 
of the heavy, calendared leaf, is dis- 
tributed on twenty pages. Each stanza 
ts inclosed in a border, printed in colors. 
There are five designs of these borders 
throughout the volume, and they are in 
as many colors. The colored head pieces 
illustrate the contents of ‘the stanza be- 
low it. All these are reproductions of 
woodcuts by Mr. Coburn.

HERE are a tew emend@ations in the 
Oxford Shakespeare that have been 
adopted for the first time. The 

volumes, containing all the works of the 
Avon bard, is edited by W. J. Craig, 
M. A., of Trinity College, Dublin, (1,350 
pages, 12mo, cloth. New York: The 
Clarendon Press.) The text is print- 
ed, as is usual in such a _ volume, 
in two columns3, and the lines have been 
numbered at intervals of four. There & 
an index to the characters in all the plays 
and poems and a glossary which explains 
the obsolete words employed by Shake- 
speare. Where “‘ metrical considerations ” 
rendered the retention of the old spelling 
necessiry, the editor has kept the original 
form of these words. The punctuation, 
however, has been thoroughly revised to 
help the reader to a quicker understand- 
ing of the meaning of the passages. The 
text followed is that of the seventeenth 
century early quartos and the folio of 
1623, which the dramatist’s actor friends, 
Heming and Condell, published “‘to keep 
the memory of so worthy a friend and 
fellow alive.” 

There are illustrations on nearly every 
page of the new edition of Hawthorne's 
collection of stories, “‘In Colonial Days,” 
(Octavo, castor cloth, decorated in gold, 
white, and red. Boston: L. C. Page & 
Co. $2.50.) The seven color plates are 
from paintings by Frank T. Merrill, who 


has also made the pen-and-ink sketches 
reproduced in black and white on full 
pages or in the text, and the title decora- 
tions. The interleaves and cover are from 
designs by Miss Blanche Macmanus. Mr. 
Merrill has finely caught the spirit of 
Hawthorne as well as the atmosphere .of 
the period of which he writes; in cos- 
tumes and other appurtenances he is his- 
torically correct, while his figures are 
animated and lifelike. 

The Macmillan Pocket American and 
English Classics have fust had added to 
them in pretty red cloth dress and fron- 
tispiece portraits, Thackeray’s ‘“ Henry 
Esmond,” Emerson's ‘“ Representative 
Men,” and Shakespeare’s “ Tempest,”

THE PAGEANT OF LONDON. By Rich- 
ard Davey. With Forty Illustrations tn 
Colors. By John Fullalove, R. L In two 
volumes with index. Pp. 429. Pp. 649. 
New York: James Pott & Co. 

ONDON —From 40 years before the 

L time of Christ, through all the cen- 

turies of religious and political 

bloodshed and human wrangling up to 
1,901 years after Christ, is a far cry. But 
this ts the gulf of time which Richard 
Davey, in “ The Pageant of London,” has 
bridged. He has done it in a fashion 
which brings to the reader the conviction 
that where lapses of history are bridged 
with probabilities the probabilities are 
real, 

It may be a far cry for the imagination 
of some—from the Londinium of the Ro- 
mans who made slaves of real Britons to 
the hour of Queen Victoria’s passing, 
when the evolved nation bowed the head 
over the coffin on the gun carriage. Yet 
it is not such a difficult task to those 
who have seen London and lived in !eis- 
ure moments fn the relics that tell to the 
initiate the story of antiquity which Mr. 
Davey has clothed comprehensively for 
the uninitiate. 

The author has used the word “ pa- 
geant”’ in the title of his work as signi- 
fying not only the processions, triumphal 
entries, coronations, marriages, and funer- 
als which have made London history, but 
the unrolling of the story of a great and 
ancient city. 

This story rolls with the polished ease 
that comes of much toil and sincere pur- 
pose, through the London of the Saxons, 
the Normans, and the Plantagenets; 
through the ensuing centuries up to the 
horrors of the “ black death.” “ The mov- 
ing finger writes, and having writ” pict- 
ures of Court during the first Henrys, 
“moves on” to the troubled times of 
Henry VIIL., to Elizabeth and the Stuarts, 
then to the comparative and ever-grow- 
ing strength of England under the rule of 
the house of Hanover. 

But stronger than the story itself is 
the remarkable opportunity for study of 
those primitive emotions which every na- 
tion is striving to control. From the sav- 
agery of Boadicea one unconsciously feels 
the path of changing ethics. They are 
the savage ethics of love, hate, revenge, 
religion, and honor. As they come to 
the Middle Ages and mingle their bar- 
barity with the progressive vices of prog- 
ress they seem to reach their worst 
depths; then out of the mire springs, like 
the Nile lily. the enlightenment which 
has built up London and its empire to the 
genith of world power. 

Mr. Davey has written other works that 
might be classed “‘ great,’’ but the impres- 
sion is left by “ The Pageant of London” 
that all the time the author was working 
on his earlier books his heart was in this 
work and his life studies waiting to be 
embodied in it. 

It is not always decreed that a man 
shall live to execute the work which his 
years have accumulated, but in this case 
the decree seems to have existed and 
seems to have been fulfilled. The world 
of history and literature is as much to 
be congratulated as the author.

OREIGN as well as American 

artists have combined this year 

to make the calendar output a 

notable one in variety and merit, 

and although the Bavarian print- 

ers still seem « hold the field in 

regard to the beauty, registering, 

and permanence of their color schemes, 

yet there are several notablévexamples of 

American lithography and the three-color 

process. It has been customary for pub- 

Hshers of calendars to retain from year 

to year popular designs and to republish 

them with new calendar tablets of dates. 

Obviously in a brief notice all of these 
feprints cannot be mentioned. 


As usual, the Dutton caiendars offer a 
vast variety of designs and forms, rang- 
ing from elaborate reproductions of oil 
paintings to mere pictorial plaques in 
many of which the literary element repre- 
sented by apt quotations rivals the artis- 
tic, represented by delicate and suggestive 
work done by the artists’s pen, brush, or 
pencil. ‘‘ The Coaching Calendar,” ($2.50,) 
consists of six folio lilustrations in color— 
“Changing Horses," ‘‘ Picking Up a Pas- 
*““Mect of the Four-in-Hand,” 
“On the Brighton Road,” ‘* Held Up,” 
and “Snowed Up.” The time of these 
scenes is rural England of the eighteenth 
century. There is also a “ Hunting” 
calendar after the same general design, 
but consisting of modern pictures. A com- 
panion calendar is “* Tally Ho,” (75 cents,) 
depicting on turn-over sheets such hunt- 
ing scenes as ‘The Meet,” ‘ Going to 
Cover,” “In Full Cry,” &c. 

The Low Countries offer as usual a 
variety of figures and Winter designs. 
“Little Hollanders" illustrates Dutch 
boys and girls in native costumes and 
quaint poses, ($1.25.) In this category 
may also be mentioned a charming little 
calendar printed ia Deift blue illustrat- 
ing groups of Dutch children (50 cents) 
and “Little Dutch Friends" showing 
the same children in laughing attitudes 
with coloring in red and black, (50 cents.) 
The literary element in the Dutton cal- 
endars consists of apt quotations ranging 
from studiously selected prose to little 
verses for the benefit of infantile minds. 
A sumptuously gotten-up calendar is en- 
titled ‘‘ Master Minds.’ It consists of 
four beautiful lithographs, mounted on 
embossed cards on each of which is en- 


senger,"’ 





graved after the fashion of illuminated 
missals, quotations from Thackeray, Rus- 
Kin, George Herbert, and Dr. Chapin. 
This calendar is remarkable in coloring 
for its subdued blues, reds, and greens, 
and the quaint suggestiveness of its book- 
ish illustrations. Another distinctly lit- 
erary calendar is that of ‘ Sonnets,” the 
sonnets being from Shakespeare, Long- 
fellow, Keats, Coleridge, and Hartley 
Coleridge. The printing is attractively 
rubricated and presented with more or 
less conventionalized nature scenes in 
which poplars, cypresses, and Italian 
garder. surroundings predominate. What 
is simply termed a “ Calendar for 1907" 
consists of a series of poems surrounded 
by the various leaves and flowers of the 
scasons, brilliant in coloring and sugges- 
tive in design. Other literary caiendars 
in the familiar form of block or tear-off 
are the Longfellow, Phillips Brooks, and 
the Tennyson. 

Calendars in which the pictorial feature 
predominates consist of reproductions in 
color of the Italian masters, presented in 
many varieties of forms—from the large 
leaf calendar to the convenient block. 
Quite as many varieties illustrate strictly 
religious tastes, the pictures being from 
the masters or from well-known modern 
interpretations of Scriptural scenes, with 
quotations from secular or Biblical 
sources. Among these may be mentioned 
two mosaics, “The Madonna Calendar,” 
in which each of the six pages reveals a 
colored reproduction of a Madonna by an 
old master, (50 cents,) and ‘‘ The Simple 
Life," ($1.25,) which consists of thirteen 
pages embossed in high-colored ‘mosaic 
style, in lettering as well as design, and 
embellished with appropriate quotations. 
“Scenes from the Holy Land” calendar 
also belongs in this class. It is a highly 
ornamented piece of wogk, revealing in 
colors six well-known sights identified 
with Scriptural history. 

A certain number of calendars show 
ingenious devices for optical effects, such 
as “The Christmas Bell,”’ which, deco- 
rated with holly and berries, unfolds itself 
as you take ft from the box, and is ready 
to be hung up—a veritable bell, eight 
inches in diameter and seven inches in 
height, (50 cents.) Dainty calendars and 
calendars cspecially for children are to 
be found in all forms and of all descrip- 
tions—from calendars In boxes, the boards 
of which reveal smiling childish faces, to 
leaflets and booklets in cases or envel- 
opes. ‘‘ Merry Hearts,”’ ($1.50) “ Wise 
Saws,", (25 cents,) “Good Luck,” (25 
cents,) and so on through-a wide variety 
of forms, designs, and prices.

Besides the reproduction of old favorites 
by well-known artists, the Frederick A. 
Stokes Company this year issues a num- 
ber of new designs in folio-sized calen- 
dars which, while novel in theme and 
attractive in appearance, clearly reveal a 
certain development in printing, color 
work, and general makeup. What is 
known as the “Indian Calendar" con- 
sists of four pictures in color by Alice 
‘May, mounted on olive-green boards with 
red lettering, The subjects are a “ Little 
Mother,” showing an Indian girl taking 
care of a pappoose and at the same time 
employing her needle; the “ Picture 
Writer,” a young brave paintimg pictures 
on a small wigwam; the “Little War- 
rior,” showing an Indian discharging an 
arrow, and “ Family -Cares,"" which rep- 
resents an Indian girl with her dolls. The 
coloring of these pictures is excellent. 
($1.50.) The * Pompadour Calendar "’ con- 
sists of four boards of stippled paper, 
printed and designed in lavender, each 
bearing the lithographic presentment in 
high colors of an eighteenth century 
French belle. ($1.50.) The “ When We're 
Together Calendar’’ reveals four repro- 
ductions from oil paintings by Clarence 
F. Underwood, in-which the old story of 
love is given in as many outdoor and 
more or less original expressions. ‘‘ When 
We're Together at Luncheon" shows a 
man and maiden so occupied with them- 
selves that they pay no attention to a 
wandering dog which is annihilating their 
bill of fare.

Much of the material 
The Late in the forthcoming vol- 
Duke ume on the late Queen 
of Cambridge. Victoria’s relative and 
intimate friend, the Duke 
of Cambridge, which, as we have already 
announced, is shortly to come from Long- 
mans, Green & Co., entitled “‘H. R. H. 
George, Duke of Cambridge: A Memoir," 
by the Rev. Edgar Sheppard, C. V. 0., 
D. D., sub-Dean cf the Chapels Royal, 
has been gleaned from the diaries kept 
by the Duke from his childhood to his 
death. The biographer concerns himself 
very little with the political career of his 
subject; his object is to bring forward 
the personality of the Duke. 

It will be remembered that the Duke, 
who died in 1904, knew and understood 
the British Army as *ew men before and 
contemporary with him did. During the 
time he was Commander in Chief of the 
Army two great measures were intro- 
duced, the abolition of purchase and the 
institution of short service. Although, 
from time to time, various measures were 
adopted which the Duke did not welcome, 
he never opposed them, haying been too 
loyal to his country and the Crown, 

Although cousin to Queen Victoria, the 
Duke of Cambridge refused to marry 
Royalty ‘‘ by arrangement,"’ and, falling 
in love with an actress, married her, giv- 
ing her the name of Mrs. Fitz George. 
He believed that marriage without love 
was a failure, and that, while his public 
life belonged to the public, his private 
life was his own affair. The Duke's af- 
fection for his parents and other members 
of his family is noteworthy; in fact, there 
were few whom he did not like and fewer 
who disliked him. 

Intimate references are made through- 
out the book in the extracts from the 
diaries and letters by the Duke (there are, 
by the way, epistles written by the 
Duchess of Cambridge, Queen Victoria, 
and others) to mmebers of the 
family, and he speaks of the present King 
and Queen of England as “ Albert” and 
“ Alex.” The work is full of references 
to incidents in the life of the Duke, who 
was the last of the Victorians. Alto- 
gether, it makes interesting reading. It 
is in two volumes.
